Washington, September 
(United News.)—Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Seymour Lowman 
was placed under “censorship” by his 
superiors tonight. 

The “dry czar” has made several 
statements which officials described as 
indiscreet, so henceforth his speeches 
and press statements will be scruti- 
nized by higher treasury officials be- 
fore they are made public. 

“Talking Himself Out of Job.” 

Authorities indicated that Lowman 
“talking himself out of 
lead- 


was virtually 
his job.”" While administration 
ers were endeavoring to keep prohibi- 
tion out of the limelight and to carry 
on enforcement work without great 
publicity, Lowman issued a blasting 
statement charging the entire federal! 
dry army was honeycombed with graft 
and corruption and that it would take 
50 years to make prohibition effective. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
has called Lowman on the grill. Un- 
der-Secretary Mills has also conferred 
with Lowman on the “free speech’’ 
subject. . 

Meantime Lowman is sticking to his 
guns, contending he has stated nothing 
but the truth, but refusing to elab- 
orate on the subject. 

Political reaction td the Lowman 
statement has been tremendous. Hun- 
dreds of letters and telegrams com- 
menting on Lowman’s observations 
have been received at the treasury 
in the past 24 hours. 

Not Helpful.

Now, prohibition is deemed 
certain to be brought up on the next 
congress with more vigor than ever, 
with demands for covigressional in- 
vestigation of Lowman’'s statement to 
place the blame on those responsible 
for such a “corrupt organization” 
after eight years. 

Meantime, Lowman is expected to 
remain in the background while Dr. 
J. M. Doran, prohibition com mission- 
er, takes full charge of all dry law 
enforcement work. 

Doran in Charge. 

When the prohibition bureau was 
created Doran was made “dry czar” 
and Lowman was to act merely as 
liaison officer between Mellon and

‘The lure of gold, which has drawn 
men from Africa.to the Klondike, has 
brought renewed efforts to find the 
metal in Georgia in commercial quan- 
tites, Dr. S. W. McCallie, state geol- 


at} Ogist, said Saturday following a re- 
‘cent trip to Dahlonega. 


« #4 Canadian concern,” Dr, McCallie 
said, “is sinking a number of shafts 
on locations about two miles from 
Dahlonega in the hope of finding enor- 
mous quantities of low-grade ore.” 
Gold production began in Georgia 
in 1838, Dr. McCallie said. and since 
that time the fotal production has 
been worth about\ $18,000,000. The 
largest year’s production in this state. 


he says, was in 1845, when gold val-+ 


ued at $501,295 was—found in four 
of the gold belts of the state. 

“The Canadian concern,’’ the state 
geologist says, “hopes to find enor- 
mous quantities of low- grade ore. To 
this end the concern is sinking a num- 
ber of shafts inthe vicinity of Dahlo- 
nega. A crew of about 15 to 20 men 
is sinking the shafts, and the com- 
pany, I am informed, has taken op- 
tion en half a dozen different tracts 
in that vicinity. The success of their 
search remains to be learned. but-it 
stands to reason that the findings 
thus far have been encouraging, else 
no further excavations would be made. 

May Revive Industry. 

“I am hopeful that this prospecting 
will bear fruit and thus revive the 
= ‘ndustry in Georgia, which has 

ready brought something like $18,- 
0 000. It is indeed encouraging to 
see large concerns doing this sort of 
work in Georgia,” he said. 

“There are four so-called ‘gold belts” 
in Georgia. One of them extends from 
western Rabun county through White. 
Lumpkin. Dawson, Cl kee, Paulding 
and Haralson counties in a southwest- 
ity direction. It is known as the 
Dahlonega belt.

He 
says he will leave Macon on October

Dr. Weaver came to Mercer as 
president in the fall of 1918 and un- 
der his administration the university 
has grown from an enrollment of ap- 
proximately 500 to the last year’s 
total of 1,127. 


Since Dr. Weaver came to Mercer, 
4,064 students have enrolled at the 
institution, almost as many as during 
the entire history of the university 
from its founding in 1833 to that 
time. Four hundred and forty-eight 
students have been trained for the 
ministry in the theological seminary 
since 1918. Since 1918, 786 degrees 
have been conferred on students. This 
is more degrees than were conferred 
during the entire history up to that 
time. 

Dr. Weaver was educated in Wake 
Forest college, North Carolina; the 
Southern .

Mc- 
Cray, it is understood, has asked ‘not 
to be called before the Marion county 
grand jury, which, in its report Fri- 
day, charged Governor Jackson, 
George V. Coffin, republican city and 
county political. boss, and Robert 1f. 
‘Marsh, former law partner of Jack- 
‘son, with attempted bribery and con- 
spiracy to commit a felony, but had 
sent word that he would be willing to 
testify as a witness in the case if the 
state deemed it nesessary. 

If McCray is summoned as a wit- 
ness, and it is reasonably assumed 
that he will be, he will be called on 
to ‘give the intimate details of the 
alleged offer of Jackson to turn over 
to him $10,000 and assurances of im- 
munity from conviction in the county 
courts if he would name James E. 
McDonald as prosecuting attorney in- 
stead of William H. Remy, who was 
appointed.  — 

' Admits Conferenee. 

Jackson, in “the one brief statement 
he has made in regard to the charges, 
admitted having gheld a conference 
with MeCray but said nothing of the 
alleged $10,000 bribe offer. He said 
he had asked for the appointment of 
McDonald at the request of Bishop H. 
P. Fout, of the United Brethren 
church. It was the alleged $10,000 
that formed the basis for the grand 
jury indictment. Jackson, Coffin and 
Marsh will be arraigned before Judge 
James A. Collins in criminal court 
October 3. Judge Collins said he 
would make no departure from the 


regular proceedure followed in other 
criminal cases. ‘The defendants at 
that time will enter pleas of guilty or 
not guilty and dates for their trials 
will be set. 

Mayor John IL. Duvall, who also 
was indicated, the charge being viola- 
tion of the corrupt practices act, also 
may be arraigned at the same time. 
The mayor is scheduled to go on trial 
in criminal court Monday on similar 
charges, based on affidavits filed some 
time ago by the prosecuting attorney 
and his aids.

You will notice, as you 
study Period reproductions, that some 
of the Spanish characteristics are 
present in English specimens; this 
is because the Flemish and Dutch 
provinces were for a long time under 
the rule ef Spain and adopted its 
styles to a certain extent, and these in 
turn penetrated into England through 
the caprices of wars and political 
events; thus one of the chairs pic- 
tured above is the ancestor of the 
Charles II chair, which is part of 
the Spanish art booty which the king 
brought back with him after his exile 
among the Dutch, while the other 
developed in England as the York- 
shire or Derbyshire chairs with arches 
and spindles.

. To complete our acquaintance with 
Spanish Renaissance furniture, we 
need to visnalize the kind of home 
for which it was originally designed; 
we must remember that Spain had, 
for several centuries, been occupied 
by the Moors, a people come from 
northern Africa; they were Orientals 
who used but little furniture, anid 
whose religion forbade the representa- 
tion of living bodies as an expression 
of art: they relieved the bareness of 
their homes with hangings and ar- 
ehitectural ornaments.

» Need for Hotel. 

The Hotel Candler was built’ as the 
result of a need for hotel accommoda- 
tions in Decatur. Here ep, tied 
point of the state’s prin ipal highways 
to the north and east is jocated, bring- 
ing to the city a large number of tour- 
ists throughout the year.

The company was fortunate in 
choosing as architects the firm. of 
Edwards & Sayward, who are wide- 
ly known as specialists in hotel and 
eollege structures.. Their preliminary 
forts of Decatur’s citizens and the faul- 
plans, calling for 4 building of four 
stories along classic Georgian lines, 
finished .in drab brick with limestone 
trimmings was heartily accepted. As 
the building stands today, framed in 
its surrounding fringe of graceful elm 
trees, it is one of the most beautiful 
buildings in Decatur or the immediate

If the exterior is appealing to the 
eye, the interior is even more so. The 
first chafacteristic which strikes the 
visitor on entering is the ample pro- 
portions of the public rooms on the 
first floor. A huge combination lobby 
and lounge is* entered directly from 
either Ponce de Leon avenue or Church 
street, Windows of large proportions 
pour in a wealth of light and ventila- 
tion. The ceilings are high, and the 
entire room gives a feeling of roomi- 
ness awd spaciousness which -is very 
restful.” 

The decorations here conspire to 
enhance the general effect.

It is the plan of Mrs, Sloan to depart 
entirely from the Shstom in public 
restaurants of preparing food in large 
quantities, without especial stasoning 
or style. The finest recipes and the 
best southern traditions are to be 
maintained in the cooking department 
to the end that the dining room may 
become “he rendezvous not only of the 
house guests and résidents-of Deeatur 
but of Atlantans, as well, who will 
delight to take the short automobile 
ride to Decatur go that they may en- 
joy the true flavor of a southern hos- 
pitality. for which this section is 
famous, 

Cuisine Equipment. 

The pantry and kitchen equipment, 
which was supplied by the Hotel and 
Restaurant Supply Co., is ample for 
every demand that is to be made upon 
it. Entering this department from 
the dining room, the waite® passes to 
the right with soiled dishes and de- 
posits them on the tables of the dish- 
washing machine, which is of the lat- 
est type. Beyond, he encounters a 
large plate warmer, from which he’ 
secures dishes in which his guest's 
food is*to be placed. He then turns 
to the left along the front of a long 
cook’s table, with its steam warmer 
and bain marie. Here he receives his 
food from the chef and goes imme- 
diately to the cold service section. 
Here he obtains salads, drinks and 
desserts and finds himself back at the 
entrance to the dining room without 
confusion, 

The cooking section and the cold 
service preparation departments are 
similarly arranged to avoid confusion. 
The range section is made up of gas- 
heated ranges for baking and frying, 
large soup boilers and vegetable 
steamers, and a short-order range for 
broiling meats or preparing waffles, 
cakes and other items. Convenient to 
this section is the cold storage room, 
where all perishable foods are kept 
under automatic refrigeration.

The Decatur Bank & Trust com- 
pany, oldest of Decatur’s financial 
institutions, has been identified with 
the community's progress since 1906. 
Chartered August 1 of that year as 
the Bank of Decatur, it quickly made 
a place for itself in the business and 
agricultural life of DeKalb county, 
and through 21 years has kept pace

The bright tobacco industry has 
been considered one of Georgia’s “war 
babies.” It begins to look as though 
it is getting to be quite a youngster.

IS FRANCE DISCRIMINATING? 

It is almost inconceivable that 
France, with her war debt still un- 
paid, or even adjusted as to future 
payments, and with her commercial 
interests profiting to a greater de- 
gree from the purses of American 
tourists than any other nation in 
Europe, should legalize a practical, 
discriminating embargo against a 
number of American manufactured 
commodities by a prohibitive im- 
port tariff. 

Such is reported from Paris. The 
new levy, from four to six points 


higher than heretofore, or as now 
imposed against either England or

THAN A CENTURY BEFORE OGLETHORPE’S COMING:

Did Spain Have 


a Valid Title 


To Georgia?---Her Occupation 
» A Century Before Oglethorpe

A great majority of people who 
have not given a researchful study to 
the subject believe that the recorded 
history of Georgia begins with the 
- arrival of General Oglethorpe and his 

little band of English debtors who de- 
barked at Yammacraw bluff, which is 
now Savannah, on one bright spring 
morning in 1733. 

They know, of course, of the ante- 
dating Indian tribes, but prior to the 


first Creek treaty made by General 
Oglethorpe, and the subsequent writ- 


ten history of wars, negotiations, in- 
trigues and both loyalty and treach- 
ery on the part of some of the Red 
chieftains and their conspiring ad- 
vyisers from among adventurous invad- 
ers, the general supposition is that 
the pre-Oglethorpe history is entirely 
legendary. 

With the exception of the some- 
what mythical and muchly confused 
stery of the ill#fated DeSoto expedi- 
tion in the early years of the 16th 
century, and the subsequent Spanish 
expeditions of De Luna and Villafane, 
which also met distress, followed by 
the bolder undertaking of France un- 
der the leadership of Ribaut and Lau- 
donniere Admiral Coligny, the people 
as a rule have the idea that every- 
thing was left to the aborigines of 
the forests and jungles until English 
civilization established Georgia as a 
buffer colony between the Carolinas 
and Florida—or specifically, in the 
original grant to the trustees, between 
the Savannah and the Altamaha 


rivers, 

A great majority of people believe 
that Georgia was named for King 
George II who was the monarch of 
Hingland at the time of the grant to 
the trustees. The truth is, Georgia had 
been mapped and charted and the 
name “Georgia” plainly written across 
the face of its territory cxtending be- 
tween the rivers and far to the west 
fully 200 years during the reign of 
(jeorge I, for whom the colony was 
named. 

And as to the pre-Ogleth«rpe occu- 
pation of Georgia, Menendez de Aviles, 
a Spanish tyrant, but: masterful in 
generalship, held the seaboard of 
Georgia tight in his grip from early 
in 1566 for a generation, and founded 
the first settlement on Guale—now 
St. Catherine’s island. He became the 
Gireat White Father of the native vil- 
lages on Sapaloe, St. Simons, Jekyl 
and along the Altamaha delta. 

From that time forward Spanish 

lonists poured into the coast coun- 
try and even pushed up the Savannab 
to Augusta, and down into the hinter- 
land. Athough, on account of keep- 
ing in sight of the Spanish trading 
vessels, a majority of the colonists 
kept closely to the shore lines and 
occupied principally the sea islands 
that dot the coast from the Savannah 
river to Cumberland sound. A large 
number of the colonists were mission- 
aries of the Catholic faith, the Jesuits 
first, followed later by the Friars. 

Hundreds of little Spanish missions 
built of stone dotted the sea coasts. 
The seaboard of Georgia was a veri- 
table bee-hive of missionary activities 
confined to teaching and preaching to 
the natives and also to the Spanish 
colonists who had followed the mis- 
sionaries across. There were none 
but Spaniards of the white races. 

In the meantime the struggle with 
the Anglo-Saxons, who occupied the 
Yarolinas, for Georgia territory began 
with the terrific force of open war- 
fare. England challenged and Spain 
defended, claiming the right by dis- 
covery and first occupation and de- 
velopment. The struggle lasted for 
more than a hundred years, ending 
-in fact only with the terrific battle of 
Bloody Marsh, on St. Simons island, 
in which General Oglethorpe with a 
mere handful in comparison whipped 
th: Spaniards to a frazzle and drove 
the remnants back to the garrison at 
St. Augustine. |

GREATEST AUTHORITY 
A GEORGIA WOMAN. 


Miss Mary Ross, a native Bruns- 
wick woman, and now of the faculty 
and library staff of the University of 
California, is the most outstanding 


authority living on the history of the 
Spanish occupation of Georgia's 
coastal lands and of the old Span- 
ish missions—of the missionaries 
themselves, of their labors, their 
struggles, their sacrifices and their 
victories. Miss Ross has made the 
most comprehensive research of any 
living person. She has personally 
visited the ruins of the old mis- 
sions, the old Spanish forts, the vil- 
lages. She has interpreted their in- 
scriptions, and has connected the his- 
tory of those stirring days of English 
and Spanish struggles for Georgia’s 
lanc as no one else ever has. 

In today’s Constitution she has con- 
tributed a most entertaining and il- 
luminating story briefly outlining this 
pre-Oglethorpe history of the Spanish 
dominion along the Georgia coast and 
has told it so fascinatingly that it 
will not only grip a reader’s attention 
but its informative features are most 
valuable, especially to one who loves 
remantic history. 

In connection with Miss Ross’ very 


remarkable article, The’ Constitution 


is publishing in its rotogravure sec- 
tion today two pages of reproductions 
of photographs taken by a staff pho- 
tographer only recently of the ruins 
of some of these old missions and oth- 
er decaying relics of the more than 
one hundred years when Spaniards— 
priests arid soldiers—ruled Georgia 
with iron hands. Some of these old 
missions and garrisons, found princi- 
pally in the Brunswick sea-island 
area and along the Altamaha and the 
St. Marys, are in a marvelous state 
of preservation today considering the 
ravages of elements for all the ages 
that have followed. 

In connection with Miss Ross’ ar- 
ticle, which I had carefully read in 
manuscript, I have just finished read- 
ing a most remarkable book on the 
same subject generally, but containing 
the claim that Spain hus never sur- 
rendered, except under the force of 
in addition a detailed discussion of 
arms, that she had a prior, and a 
more tenable claim to Georgia than 
England. 

This book, the title of which is 
“Spain’s Title to Georgia,” the au- 
thor, Dr. Herbert E. Bolton, profes- 
sor of American history at the Uni- 
versity of California, gives consider- 
able space to a review of Arredondo’s 
historical “‘proof” of the righteousness 
of this claim of Spain, the challenge 
and defense of which precipitated al- 
most continuous warfare for a cen- 
tury, during which, at times, France 
also became involved. 


The yolume is in two parts. The 
first is under the title, ‘The Debat- 
able Land,’’ and the co-author with 
Dr. Bolton of that particular disecus- 
sion and history is Miss Ross, the 
Georgia girl who has become nation- 
ally famous through her studies of the 
earliest white man’s occupation of 
Georgia. In Dr. Bolton’s preface h:> 
pays her the following recognition : 

“For inestimable assistance in the 
preparation of the introduction I am 
indebted to Miss Mary Ross. The 
actual writing was done by myself 
but so great has been her aid that 
this portion of the work is being pub- 
lished separately under joint nauthor- 
ship with the title, ‘The Debatable 
Land.’ ’’

AS ARREDONDO 
SAW SPAIN’S CLAIM. 


There has been a marvelous renais- 
sance of interest, in the present dec- 
ade, in the history of the “old south- 
east.” Dr. Swanton has made inter- 
esting researches into the history of 
the Creeks. 

Dr. Crane has made an exhaustive 
study of the southward advance of the 
English border in the 17th and 1&th 
centuries. 

The early church history of the old 
southeast is being written admirably 
by Dr. Guilday. 7 

Hence the work pf Dr. Bolton, in 
which Miss Ross collaborated in a 
large portion, is finding a ready de- 
mand, for it is splendidly written and 
is history of which very few people 
comparatively speaking, know. 

According to Dr. Bolton, who alone 
is responsible for the review of Arre- 
dondo’s “Demostracion Historiogra- 
phica,” it is a most interesting and 
important document. It. seems to 
make clearer than any other work the 
nature of the long contest between 
Spain and England as to the title of 
the Georgia land. Arredondo was a 
trained soldier and diplomat and saw 
service on the disputed frontier. In 
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; Jated the “neutral ground.” 
‘then entered the Seven Years’ war in 


1736 he was sent from Havana to 
protest to General Oglethorpe against 
the establishment of the Georgia col- 
ony. In 1742 he was chief of staff 
in the Spanish campaign against Eng- 
land. 

Dr. Bolton claims in his Arredondo 
discussion that the memoir brings into 
clear relief the following episodes in 
the early history of the south Atlan- 
tic seaboard: First, the planting of 
Georgia settlements on the Georgia- 
South Carolina coast, 1566-1670; sec- 
ond, the founding of Charleston, 
1670; third, the treaty of 1670 by. 
which Spain recognized the legality 
of England’s natural settlements in 
America — including Charleston — at 
that date; fourth, the destruction of 
the Georgia settlements on the Geor- 


gia coast by English and Indian raids, 


1670-1702; fifth, the founding by 
Carolinians of Fort King George on 
the Altamaha in 1721; sixth, the dip- 
lomatie controversy in Europe and 
America resulting therefrom, 1733; 
eighth, founding of the Georgia col- 
only by General Oglethorpe in 1733. 
And then followed the resulting dip- 
lomatiec. controversy, the Sanchez- 
Oglethorpe treaty, the Arredondo epi- 
sode and the Geraldino-Neweastle cor- 
respondence. 

The argument by Arredondo was 
that Spain had first right to, ‘he 
southeastern coast by discovery, ex- 
ploration and occupation. .That be- 
tween 1566 and 1670 she maintained 
actual settlements between the St. 
Johns river and the Port Royal har- 
bor. ‘He @harged that England's 
claim to the disputed region on the 
basis of Cabot’s voyage, Drake's raid, 
the Carolina charters and the grant 
of Port Royal to Dr. Henry Wood- 
ward were baseless and absurd. Dr. 
Bolton has translated Arredondo as 
saying that by the treaty of 1670 the 
principle of actual possession was 
agreed upon by Spain and England. 
This compact,*he holds, legalized Eng- 
land’s ownership as far south is 
Charleston and Spain’s as far north 
as Santa Elena sound—3s2 degrees, 
30 minutes north latitude. There- 
fore, that the subsequent English raids 
on the Georgia establishments were a 
tiolation of Spain’s rights based on 
actual settlement, and an infraction 
of the. treaty of 1670. 

The first half of “Spain’s Title to 
Georgia,’ in which Miss Ross collab- 
orated, consists of an historical sketch 
of the ground covered by Arredondo, 
broadened to include the Georgia 
back country and extending chrono- 
logically to 1763, the time when the 
Anglo-Spanish contest was ended by 
the cession of Florida to England. 

The author injects the statement 
that his extensive researches and in- 
vestigations “in the main bears out 
the soundness of the. historical por- 
tions of Arredondo’s account.” 

The author further says, quoting 
from his preface: 

“This coatribution from the Pacific 
coast to the history of the Atlantic 
seaboard is a token of the unity of 
all Spanish North America. In the 
olden time the Georgia country was 
one of Spain's northern borderlands, 
linked by common ties with the whole 
frontier that stretched from the Ca- 
ribbean westward to the Pacific 
ocean, At the very time when Ogle- 
thorpe was invading Florida and 
Vernon was attacking the isthmus, 
the viceroy of New Spain was urging 
the defensive colonization of Tamau- 
lipas, and taking.measures to protect 
the California coast and the Manila 
galleons against capture by George 
Anson.”

That section of the coast that was 
dotted with Spanish missions, much 
more than a century before the ar- 
rival of General Oglethorpe, extended 
from the St..-Marys river to Port 
Royal. 

Spanish influence was planted in 
the midst of nearly every coast tribe.

The Georgia coast constituted the 
district of Guale and was a part vf 
the province of La Florida. As al- 
ready related, most of the missions 
were on the islands, thus in a meas- 
ure divorced from the trackless main- 
land wildernesses, 

The supporting base, by which the 
missionaries were sustained, was San 
Augustin, capital of the province of 
Florida, of which the Georgia coun- 
try was a part. Here a presidio 
served as the center of supply and 
ecntrol and furnished succor in time 
of need. The guardian outpost on 
the north until 1587 was Santa Elena, 
Port Royal. It had its presidio of 
San Felipe. After Santa Elena was 
withdrawn Santa Catalina, near the 
Savannah, held the border for nearly 
a century. 

Spain’s main pathways between 
these outposts were cut.through the 
water. Larger craft braved the outer 
sea. Smaller craft sought the inland 
passages. 

The necklace of islands that front 
the ocean and their friendly inland 
waters are rich, therefore, in historic 
interest. 


After the founding of Charleston 
the English colonists steadily en- 
eroached on the Spanish settlements 
in Guale, while in. the hinterland 
Carolina traders challenged Spain’s 
hold on the Apalachicola confederacy. 

Step by step the Spanish frontier 
receded. In 1680 Spain withdrew her 
Guale outposts, St. Catharine's and 
the Altamaha. Six years later the 
frontier retreated to the St. Marys. 
A decade and a half still later, dur- 
ing Queen Anne’s war, it fell back to 
the St. Johns, 


The Yamassee war of 1715 demon- 
strated the long-felt need of a buffer 
English outpost south of the Savan- 
nah. With the coming of General 
Oglethorpe’s Georgia colony in 1733 
a half decade of noisy argument fol- 
lowed on the border. 


Thescontest for Gaule then became 
a part of the larger struggle known 
as the “Var of Jenkins’ Ear.” Geor- 
gia continued to be debatable lanu, 
England then for a decade or more 
nursed the idea of a “neutral ground,”’ 
unoccupied by either contestant. Hop- 
ing to reconcile Spain she forbade 
Englishmen to settle south of the 
Altamaha.

There is a- magic note in the sum- 
mons that heralds a treasure hunt. 
Just as Marco Polo’s tales of great 
adventure had caused Mediterranean 
excursionists to penetrate fair Cathay, 
so, too, the stories of rare conquests 
in Mexico and Peru sent ambitious 
conquistadores into all parts of the 
new world. In fact the gates of the 
Georgia story swung‘ open to the 
mystic call of an “Otro Peru.” 

Caribbean chroniclers had _ told 


weird tales of life-giving waters, giant 
men, gold-bearing streams and lakes 
of pearls to be found in the Florida 


wilderness. Spanish pioneers, too, 
had reconnoitered the northern coasts 
and attempted conquest, but fate de- 
creed that the renowned De Soto, al- 
ready versed in Peruvian lore, should 
make the first entry into the myste- 
rious northland, the Georgia-Carolina 
back country. 

Filled with the zeal of a sixteenth 
century explorer that mighty hidalgo, 
armored and bold, entered the cov- 
eted land. At Apalache, near the 
hill site of Tallahassee, he learned of 
Coosa and golden Yupaha, where 
riches were to be found in plenty 
and where rulers clothed themselves 
in garments fair. There it was, too, 
that he heard of the “Lady of Cufi- 
tachiqui,” a feminine El Dorado in 
truth, tales of whose beauty and 
marvelous pearls rumor made miracu- 
lous. 

‘As if by some unseen power elu- 
sive lands stepped forth froth the 
shadowy north and beckoned to the 
De Soto band. His army numbered 
more than five hundred _ strong, 
amidst whom were friars, carpenters, 
shipmakers, doctors, armorers, and 
blacksmiths. Each was now eager for 
the search. And with characteristic 
decision the Florida adelantado broke 
camp, and with a single guide set out 
northeastward across the Georgia 
wilds, intent upen the search for 
Cufitachiqui. 

Half of the company was mounted 
but the trail was uncertain. For 
five hundred miles and more they 
struggled, heavily burdened, across 
swamp and stream and untracked 
jungle. The toll was great. Fre- 
quently both horse and rider were 
swept down stream and burden bear- 
ers, prostrated, dropped by the way. 
An occasional village proffered wel- 
come and cheer and bade the white 
visitors tarry. How the Ocmulgee 


and Oconee towns vied in service but 
the cavalcade hurried on toward the 


“rising sun,” enticed by promises of 
riches rare, 

Provisions grew scarce as ; the 
leagues multiplied. Empty saddle 
bags told the tale of sterile pine bar- 
rens through which the army passed. 
Salt was at a premium. Even game 
became a luxury and De Soto was 


forced to slaughter some of the swine 


they lay in wait for full cargoed gal- 
leon, straggling behind a convoyed 
fleet. 

Missionaries, too, saw priceless re- 
turns in the Florida wilds. Heathen 
tribesmen and cannibalistic kings 


promised a rich harvest in salvaged 
souls. Ky the middle of the sixteenth 
century both Church and State were 
eager for the occupation of the north- 
ern continent. 

Interest became acute. First Spain 
despatched a great colonizing expedi- 
tion under De Luna and Villafane 
from Mexico. But this effort was 
defeated by dissensions and storms 
and for the moment northern devel- 
ments lulled. Then France became 
émboldened and under Ribaut and 
L..udonniere Admiral Coligny pro- 
moted two expeditions; one to settle 
at Port Royal or Santa Elena, the 
other to take possession in the Pen- 
insula on the St. Johns. 

But Spain promptly challenged the 
intrusiens of the enemy. Rojas 
cruised the Georgia coast, hunted out 
the French pillar in the Carolina dis- 


trict, and burned their abandoned hut. 
Dewn on the Peninsula Menendez de 


Aviles met the enemy and annihilated 
his forces. ‘These drastic measures 
centered@ attention on the northern 
mainland and Spaim launched a great 
colonization program. 

Menendez had not only become the 
defender of the Georgia seaboard, but 
in April, 1566, he became the founder 
of her first settlement on Guale or 
St. Catherine’s island and Great White 
Father of the native villages on Sa- 
pelo, St. Simons and Jekyl. From 
Tampa bay to Norfolk harbor the firm 
hand of the great captain was felt. 
At San Augustin and Santa Elena he 
established two presidios and placed 
soldiers and colonists there, in be 
tween on the Georgia fringes of the 
Inland Passage he planted outposts 
and prepared the way for the civiliza- 
tion of the native and the develop- 
ment of the country. 

The first laborers in the Georgia 
vineyard were a small band of thirty 
Spaniards who made headquarters at 
Guale or St. Catherines. These were 
soon followed by another company of 
one hundred and fifty who established 
themselves at San Pedro on Cumber- 
land island. In between these major 
units were settlements at Zapala, Tu- 
piqui, Asao and Tolomato, mission 
bases for work among the heathen. 

The Jesuits were the first Soldiers 
of the Cross in the Georgia country. 
And their sacrifice was heavy. Scarce- 
ly had Father Martinez touched foot 
on that soil when he was brutally 
despatched by a wooden ax or macana 
in the hands of a Timucua native, an 
ally of the French. But this bap- 
tism in blood added fervor to the 
cause. Menendez established Fort San 
Pedro on Cumberland island to hold 
the hostile Indians in check and peti- 
tioned the king for missionaries. En- 
couraged now, other Black Robes 
came.

Armor was mended and pol- 
ished, horses were groomed, and other 
preparations made for a spectacular 
march. The coming of the white men 
had been heralded. As De Soto drew 
near, the river bank, a canopied barge 
approached from the north. On a 
royal diadem of state was seated a 
princess of the blood, clothed in soft 
fur and garments fine. She had been 
sent by her widowed mother to give 
welcome to the lordly Spaniards. 
Courtesies were exchanged; the Prin- 
cess bearing a necklace of pearls; the 
Spanish Don presented a ruby ring.

But Cufitachiqui, fertile and abun- 
dant, was not Peru. De Soto tarried 
for awhile, then moved on northwest- 
ward to the mountain land, seeking 
other treasures.

_ The First Georgia Settlements. 
But the Atlantic seaboard was not 
bare of interest. Within the range of 
her eastern horizon the treasure fleets 
of Spain passed, homeward bound and 
richly laden with the fruits of the 
Indies. Naturally harBors and safety- 
stations on the Georgia coast were en- 
viable possessions, possible rendezvous 
for pirates and sea-raiders who 
dreamed great dreams of conquest as 


the Georgia country. Numerous docu- 
ments relative to that land present 
him active and zealous, hurrying back 
and forth from Santa Elena to Guale 
and .thence to Spain, raising funds 
and workers for his beloved neophytes 
at Tolomato, Tupiqui, and Yoa, all 
Guale establishments along the inside 
route. 

Indeed the Georgia sea roads were 
very busy. Swift oared pirogues plied 
up and down the meandering creeks 
bearing paymasters, missionaries, and 
noble chieftains, or, more often hur- 
ried back and forth transporting sup- 
plies for presidio and mission use. 
Sometimes a cypress canoe passed, 
paddled by a long figure, robed in 
brown, intent on answering a distant 
sick call. Almost any day a swarthy 
fisherman could be seen or a hunts- 
man approached armed with bow and 
arrow. For such was life in youthful 
Georgia. 

Corsairs and Sassafras Traders. 

However, this pacific sea lane some- 
times witnessed struggle and turmoil. 
French free traders continued to visit 
that coast. There they traded for 
sassafras and sometimes they intrigued 
with the Indians. On one occasion 
local difficulties between the Spanish 
official at Santa Elena and the chief- 
tains at Eseamacu (near Beaufort) 
and Espogue (near Sapelo) supple- 
mented by the presence of French cor- 
sairs on the coast threw the whole 
region into disorder. 

But the French were not the only 
transgressors. In 1586 Sir Francis 
Drake burned San Augustin and 
spread terror up and down the coast. 
As a result the troops at Santa Elena 
were brought dewn to San Augustin, 
the Peninsula stronghold, and Guale, 
or St. Catherine's island, became the 
northern guardian of Spanish interest 
on the Atlantic seaboard. The Geor- 
gia district increased in importance. 
In 1595 eight missionaries were as- 
signed to that province. Their suc- 
cessful labors revived old schemes to 
open the back country.

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Renaissance of Coastal Georgia Recall 


APPROACHED ZENITH OF ITS DEVELOPMENT A CENTURY AGO 


Golden Years of Its Greatest Prosperity

Brunswick, Ga., Sepfember 10.— 
(Special Correspondence.)—A _  cen- 


tury ago coastal Georgia was ap- 
proaching the zenith of its wonder- 
ful agricultural development. ‘On 
Sapeloe island Thomas Spalding, 
statesman and planter, had developed 
his island estate to the point of max- 
— productiveness, and in the 
delta nearby he had established rice 
plantations that produced _record- 
breaking crops. His sugar mills and 
cotton gins were driven by tidal 
power, utilizing the seven-foot lift of 
the Georgia coast efficiently. and ¢co- 
nomically on Sapeloe while in the 
delta the rice was threshed and clean- 
ed with tidal power also. 

On the mainland of Glynn county 
James Hamilton Couper, the greatest 
agriculturist of his time, had in Hope- 
toun and Altama two great planta- 
tions with both upland and delta 
fields, growing cotton, sugar cane and 
rice as staple crops. Under his con- 
trol on St. Simons Island were 
Hamilton and Cannon’s Point planta- 
tions; Hamilton, where one of the 
south’s early fortunes had been ac- 
cumulated to go as dowry for several 
international marriages; and Can- 
non’s Point where John Couper had 
grown olives and dates commercially 
along with sea island cotton, and had 
established a national reputation for 
hospitality and humane treatment of 
his slaves, 

Great Planters On St. Simons, 


On St. Simons Island Thomas But- 
ler King. politician and man bf af- 
fairs, had married Miss Page, the 
chatelaine of Retreat plantation, and 
King’s Retreat with its master usual- 
ly in Washington was becoming 
known as one of the most ably man- 
aged plantations in the whole south. 
James Hamilton Couper and Mrs. 
Anne Page King, both St. Simons- 
born, pioneered agricultural] practices 


Pthat scientists learned a half century 


later and that did not penetrate into 
ordinary farming for many years aft- 
erward. From Hampton Point, at 
the northern end of the island, the 
Butler family had taken their great 
fortune to Philadelphia and had left 
th® magnificent old plantation to the 
management of a superintendent, Ros- 
well King, later a great cotton-manu- 
facturer in upper Georgia. 

Butler’s Island, the rice plantation 
in the delta of the Altmaha, was also 
under the direction of Roswell King, 


who had come into Georgia to super- 
vise the construction of the tabby 


mansion built on Sapeloe by Thomas 
Spalding dbout 1805. Champeney Is- 
land seems then to have been a part 
of Broughton Island where Henry 
Laurens, of South Carolina, had 
pioneered rice production in Georgia. 
Darien in that day was one of Geor- 
gia’s wealthiest communities, and the 
counties of Glynn and McIntosh stood 
at the head of the Georgia list in 
wealth. 


Men of Broad Vision. 


Coastal Georgia bred men of vision 
and women of intelligence, beauty and 
managerial ability, In the debacle of 
the civil war no section § suffered 
worse nor fell further into the slough 
of despond. The island cotton plant- 
ers lost their labor, their homes, their 
capital and in many cases their lives. 
The delta rice planters and their 
brethren on the blackwater tidal 
rivers lost their labor, their capital 
and their homes, and their wonderfu] 
system of drainage and irrigation was 
ruined with the destruction of dikes 
and the silting of ditches. The labor 
turned to seafood and forestry opera- 
tions and the landowners sought live- 
lihoods in other sections. 


Into coastal Georgia men of wealth 
had been coming for many years be- 
fore Howard E. Coffin arrived on the 
scene. William DuPont has owned 
Hopetown and Altama a long time, 
but they comprise a great game pre- 
serve. Other fine old plantations had 
gone into the same usage, and land- 
owners were no longer agriculturally 
minded in the area. 


A Great Automotive Engineer. 


Like other outstanding figures in 
the motor car industry Mr. Coffin 
forged his way to fame, and wealth 
from a standing start without the 
background of wea!th or influence. He 
had acquired his literary and engi- 
neering education through his own ef- 
forts, and within just a few years he 
and his associate, Roy D. Chapin, 
made the Hudson Motor Car company 
into one of the foremost factors in a 
new and great industry. Coming to 
the Savannah road races in 1909, Mr. 
Chapin found a wife in Georgia, and 
Mr. Coffin, already married, fell in 
love with the coastal region of the 
state and in 1911 acquired Sapeloe is- 
land, one of the largest of the Georgia 
chain that old geographers called “The 
Golden Isles.” 


Sapeloe, known to the Indian and 


So satisfactory were affairs in Guale 
that two pioneers, Fathers Chozas 
and Velascola, went on a_ horseback 
journey to the Ocmulgee-Oconee towns 
and made arrangements for the plant- 
ing of a mission outpost. 


When all was brightest disaster 
came. The two missionaries had bare- 
ly returned to their respective posts, 
Velascola to St. Simons and Chozas 
to Cumberland, when the fire of re- 


bellion swept the land. Incensed by 
restraint imposed by Father Corpa, 


his spiritual adviser, Don Juan, heir 
to the mico at Tolomato, aroused a 
band of followers and slaughtered the 
missionary as he slept. The massacre 
spread. From Tolomato to Tupiqui, 
thence to Guale and down to Asao 
(St. Simons) and Ospo (Jekyl) the 
angry mob passed. And before it 
spent its fury before the doors of 
San Pedro (Cumberland), five mis- 
sionaries had been killed and one tak- 
en prisoner. 


But in due time repentance and 
adjustment came. By 1605 the Guale 


| Inissions had been restored and the 


next year His Lordship the bishop of 
Cuba came up out of the Caribbean 
to make the first episcopal visitation 
ever made in our country. His record 
of spiritual attainment in the Georgia 
country alone, reveals the reception 
of confirmation by 1,070 natives of 
that land. 


But the Georgia seaboard was not 
destined for peace. Drought and dis- 
ease, hard labor and hostile raids car- 
ried off many of its.native sons. Nor 
were the missionaries exempt. In 
1617 an epidemic killed off a large 
part of the population. Long hauls 
up and down the Inland Passage be- 
tween St. Catherines and the St. 
Johns told on the under-nourished 
natives, and in 1651 another pesti- 
lence reduced the already diminishing 
numbers. Nevertheless, the good friars 
stayed on and by 1655 they had 
pushed tLe mission frontier back up 
into the Santa Elena or Carolina 
borders. 

In fact the middle of the seven- 
teenth century marked the Golden Age 
of the Franciscan story in the Georgia 
country, but barely had the Guale 
settlements celebrated their first cen- 
tennial (1666) when a cloud came 


out from the sea.

Spalding Builds on Sapeloe. 


After the group of sorrowful 

Frenchmen who had lost their families 
in the terrible insurrection of the 
slaves passed on, Sapeloe came into 
the possession of the MacKay-Mont- 
ague families and then to Thomas 
Spalding, son of James, the great In- 
dian trader of Frederica, whose pack 
pony caravans penetrated the moun- 
tains of Tennessee and Carolina while 
his trading sloops carried cargoes up’ _ 
the St. Johns to the site of the pres- 
ent Sanford and west to the mouth of 
the Suwanee. 
_ Thomas Spalding made of Sapeloe 
the finest island estate along the 
Atlantic coast. Had Fannie Kemble 
Btuler, temperamental English actress 
and unhappily married, chanced to 
marry a son of Thomas Spalding in- 
stead of a son of Pierce Butler and 
had visited Sapeloe instead of Hamp- 
ton Point her viewpoint an slavery 
would have been different. She is sup- 
posed to have said so, and to have said 
also that,.a Couper husband would 
not have the blood and misery of hu- 
nan chattels on his hands either. But 
the Butlers had been in Philadelphia 
30 years and the estate was run by 
overseers to show a dividend.

Santa Catalina became conscious of 
Woodward's return. One day, a sloop 
belonging to the Carolina company, 
missed its bearings and put in at 
Guale or Santa Catalina. Eight men 
and two Women landed, seeking in- 
formation. Two of the men, John 
Rivers and William Carr, Yere per- 
sons of importance, but the Spanish 
Indian cleverly beguiled them irto 
visiting their village and with a quick 
turn about made them prisoners. Be- 
coming suspicious at the delay of 
those on land, the captain of the boat 
liftei anchor and proceeded to 
Charleston. 

Whereupon Governor Sayle penned 
a blustering note and dispatched his 
ultimatum to the Georgia mission. 
The Spaniards must deliver the cap- 
tives at once or “look out” fS¥-them- 
selves. This peremptory message was 
delivered by Joseph Bailey and John 
Collins. But Santa Catalina was 
adamant. Hers it was to defend that 
ffontier and the Englishmen had 
planted themselyes on Spanish soil. 
They would be treated as trespassers, 
and Bailey and Collins. like Rivers 
and Carr, soon found themselves 
prisoners at San Augustin. 


A half century before, Virginia had 
been challenged by San Augustin. The 
planting now at San Jorge (Charles- 
ton), the old Cayaguan harbor, was 
too much. San Augustin prepared 


for battle and the Georgia native ral- 
lied to the war cry. In short order 


an expedition, made up of three Span- 
ish frigates and fourteen native piro- 
gues, sailed north. In August, 1670, 
they drew up before the infant Eng- 
lish colony. Cowering behind their 
hasty defenses the Carolina company 
all but despaired. But scarcely had 
the Spaniards dropped anchor when a 
storm arose. The cables were snapped 
and like crippled veterans the ships 
tacked back to San Augustin. The 
Georgia natives, however, were of 
sturdier make and for several days, 
with hideous calls and weird night 
threats, they struck terror to the 
heart of the entrenched Britishers, be- 
fore returning to Guale. 


Fear and alarm now turned into de- 
termined wrath. The diplomats at 
home might settle the issue by the 
American Treaty, guaranteeing San 
Jorge (Charleston) to England, but

ern gate. Twenty leagues beyond 
Santa Catalina at the old Spanish 
post of Santa Elena (Parris island), 
an Englishman had taken up his resi- 
dence and allied himself with the 
chieftain.

Henry Woodward, who had joined 
with a Barbadian expedition to sound 
the Carolina harbors. When that in- 
vestigation was finished Woodward 
stayed on to learn the language of the 
country and to evaluate the strenzth 
of Spanish defense in that border- 
land. 

Before long, however, the young 
doctor found himself a prisoner at

Charleston was ten years in pre- 
paring. In 1680 her Indian . allies 
made their first attack, striking al- 
most simultaneously at Jekyl, St. Si- 
mons and St. Catherines. The weak- 
er southern post suffered practical an- 
nihilation before Captain Fuentes 
could succor it, but Santa Catalina 
withstood an all-day siege and re- 
pulsed the enemy. - But the toll was 
heavy. Gualean morale had been broken 
and the old Georgia border called for 
aid. San Augustin responded prompt- 
ly but the natives on St. Catherines 
could not bear the burden and the 
frontier dropped back one step, down 
to Zapala. 


The casa fuerte and barracks erected 
there stand today, nearly two and a 
half centuries old (247 years), defiant 
not only to the memory of the Anglo- 
Saxon intrusion but to the very ray- 
ages of Father Time. For six years 
Zapala kept watch, directed and 
taught by Captain Fuentes and Father 
Uzeda. Then a new menace arose, 
Charleston entertained Caribbean pi- 
rates, and the sea rovers in turn took 
up the habit of visiting the Georgia 
senboard and walking off with their 
altar plate and mission stock. 

The trio Carolinian, heathen Ya- 
massee, and Caribbean corsair, were 
too much for the Guale natives. They 
could no longer defend themselves, and 
in 1686, Governor Cabrera of San Au- 
gustin rallied the Christian remnants 
from the prostrate missions of Santa 
Catalina, Zapala, Tupiqui, Talaxe, 
and San Simon and stationed them 
within the protecting shadow of San 
Augustin at Santa Maria, San Juan, 
and Santa Cruz. 

A garrison was placed at Santa 
Maria, and the St. Marys with Cum- 
berland across the way became the 
new guardian on the north. This ar- 
rangement carried the name “Guale” 
down into the Timucuan country, but 
few were the Gualeans left. The red- 
man’s story was finished; but, Spain 
did not relinquish her hold on the 
Georgia seaboard. In fact the Anglo- 
Spanish struggle for possession of the 
Georgia country continued for three 
quarters of a century, during which 
period Barnwell attempted the Alta- 
maha, Oglethorpe pushed across that 
stream to St. Simons and Gualquini 
sound, and Governor Ellis schemed 
for Cumberland and Satilla. But all 
territory below Charletson was dee 
batable land and Spain would not 
yield.

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Spalding was one of Georgia’s earli- 
est millionaires, and he put arms in 
the hands of 300 negroes and defied 


a British gunboat to land a raiding } 


party on Sapeloe. There is a differ- 
ence in men, but Spalding and ‘’oup- 
er, the humanitarians and scientific 
farmers whose management of slaves 
was not subject to criticism, had 
families who lost their last dollars 
in the debacle of the civil war. 
Coffin Buys Sapeloe. 
Purchasing Sapeloe from a Georgia 
syndicate that had tried to make 8 
replica of Jekyl there, Mr. Coffin had 
extensive plans for its development, 
but before he could get going the war 
was on the country. He did consid- 
erable farming there at long range 
at first. but the country's call for 
his services held him away. Under 
Thomas A. Edison's chairmanship Mr. 
Coffin was first a member of the 
naval consulting board of the United 
States in 1915. The next year he was 
chairman of the board’s committee on 
industrial preparedness and in this 
capacity worked untiringly to coordi- 
nate and synchronize the efforts of 
29.000 engineers and 30,000 industrial 
plants in preparation for the inevita- 
ble conflict. No governmental funds 
were available for this work and Mr. 
Coffin and his patriotic associates fi- 
nanced it. The then secretary of war 
made the statement of Howard Cof- 
fin that he had rendered “perhaps 
the greatest service that has been done 
for America by any private individual 
in the last 50 years.” 
Intense War Activities. 


In 1916 Mr. Coffin was a member 
of the advisory commission of the 
council of national defense, Aa body 
of seven men made up of Daniel Wil- 
lard. Julius Rosenwald, Bernard M. 
Baruch, Samuel Gompers, Dr. Hollis 
Godfrey, Dr. Franklin Martin and 
Howard EB. Coffin. In his field, “mu- 
nitions, manufacturing and industrial 
relations” fell such “activities as the 
munitions standards board, the gen- 
eral munitions board, the automotive 
transport committee, the various Air- 
eraft boards and the public service 
committee. His work during the war 
made him an_ outstanding national 
figure, but it kept him away froin 
Sapeloe except fer short periods of 
rest under its quiet shades. 

After the war came his numerous 
European trips looking into the prog- 
ress of aviation, but always in the 
hack of his mind were the things that 
he wanted to do on Sapeloe and for 
coastal Georgia, and at tne first op- 
portunity he turned his attention to 
the problem of reclamation. _ Where 
Thomas Spalding had established a 
practically perfect drainag2 system 
only long lines of trees marked ca- 
nals and ditches that had once func- 
tioned adequately. The_ waterways 
themselves were filled with silt and 
no longer operated as drainage fac- 
tors. The problem of restoring the 
ditches. and drying the sodden fields 
interested Mr. Coffin tremendously as 
an engineer, and he put the matter 
up to the DuPont company for solu- 
tion with explosives. Walter B. Al- 
ford. a. Georgian, was it enarge of 
dynamite demonstration work in this 
territory at the time, and he had nl- 
ready shown the ability which has 
made him known all over the coun- 
try as the most capable ditch-blaster 
in the United States. The writer of 
this was in the same employ at the 
time and had under his observation 
the work of all the DuPent agricul- 
tural demonstrators. Walter Alford 
was sent to Sapeloe island at Mr. 
Coffin’s request, and in two days time 
solved the problem of efficiently and 
economically cleaning out old slave- 
dug canals and ditches to the original 
size and shape. Bulletins and moy- 
ing pictures of this ‘work have heen 
used all over the world by the Du- 
Ponts since. 

Varner Completes the Work. 

To carry the work to completion 
Paul V. Varner. then a student at 
the Tenth District A. & M. school 
at Granite Hill, a youth of 18, was 
brought to Sapeloe. His experience 
was limited, but he had shown more 
ability than any man who had come 
under the observation of either Al- 
ford or the writer. 
the reclamation work on Sapeloe to 
its present stage, excelling the pat- 
tern set him by the factory experts 
jn many cases, enlarging old ditches 
where necessary and blasting new ones 
where needed. His services through- 
eut were so satisfactory to Mr. Cof- 
fin that he gradually worked into 
the management of the Sapeloe prop- 
erties and enterprises and is new 
vice president and general . manager 
of the Sea Island company and Mr.

He was 
the prime movant in the organization 
of the Dover Hall club and the pur- 
chase of the famous game preserve on 
Turtle river near Brunswick where 
notables in the world of sport and 
sporting literature foregather in win- 
ter. He has spent a number of sea- 
sons there and his interest in coastal 
Georgia grew with ‘he passing years.

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PREDICTS. KNIGHT 
MOTORS FOR RACH 


Development of the racing automo- 
bile has been more rapid in the last 
five or six years than in the decade 
preceding that period, according to 
speed experts who have followed the 
trend of automotive design almost 
from the very beginning of this in- 
dustry. ° 

Fifteen years ago numerous racing 
cars were registered with a _ piston 
displacement of 1,200 cubic inches. 
By 1920 the size of the motors had 
been reduced to a maximum of 300 


eubie inches, At the 500-mile classic 
in Indianapolis that year motors of 
183 cubie inch displacement were in- 
troduced. ‘This was followed by the 
122-inch motors and only recently the 
91 cubie inch cars were introduced. 

Each time the size of the motors 
was reduced, the speed dropped slight- 
ly only to increase as the drivers be- 
came more thoroughly familiar with 
their cars. Eventually the former 
speeds were exceeded until today they 
have turned laps on some tracks well 
over 125 miles an hour—just double 
what the old type of rating ears at- 
tained. 

In a majority of instances 
races during the past decade 
been tests of valves. It has been 
found in many cases that the high 
speed burns. up the valves even when 
made of the highest: grade of alloy 
steel, 

One leading race driver already has 
definitely expressed the belief that in 
the near future racing cars will he 
built to use the Knight sleeve-valve 
motor as a means of doing away with 
valve troubles. 

In this connection officials of the 
Faleon Motors Corporatio nog Detroit, 
builders of the Faleon-Knight _ six, 
declare that the Knight engine is 
noted for its cool operation, due large- 
ly to the fact that the cooling area 
of the valve surface is so great. An- 
other factor that would contribute to 
less trouble in a race, it is pointed 
out, is the notably smoother opera- 
tion of the Knight sleeve-valve en- 
gine.

In the eollection of trophies which 
have been won in Europe by Chrys- 
Jer éars, one of unusual appropriate 
ness has recently been added in Po- 
land, according to advices just re- 
ceived by the local Chrysier dealer. 

The trophy, which is a fine example 
of artistic modeling, represents a bi- 


son, the animal familiar to Ameri- 
cans as the buffalo, which within the 
memory of many still living roamed 
the western a of this continent 
in herds numbering millions. 

For 15 years, the Automobile Club 
of Poland has offered this trophy to 
any team of three cars which could 
finish its six-day reliability run with- 
out incurring penalties, or “black 
marks,” but until this year none of 
the competing automobiles have been 
able te comply with the difficult con- 
ditions. It remained for three Chrys- 
ler “70's” to lift the prize so inti- 
mately assuciated with American 
backgrounds, in a competition which 
included teams of 11 well-known Eu- 
ropean and American makes. 

Curiosity has often been aroused by 
the offer of a statuette which seemed 
so incongruous with European matters. 
Students of natural history explain. 
however, that the bison, no wasso- 
ciated exclusively with America, was 
once as common in Europe as until 
hatf a century ago it was in our own 
west. The fate of the species was 
the same in both continents, although 
extinction by advancing civilization 
was much later and far more rapid 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

Caesar mentions the bison as 
abounding along with the now equally 
extinct auroch, or wild ox, in the for- 
ests of Germany and Belgium. Even 
as late as the Middle Ages it was 
still a familiar sight farther east in 
Furope and it is still found in a wild 
state in the Caucasus, although its 
appearance is very rare.

In addition, 
the three Chryslers won a prize of- 
fered by the Polish ministry of public 
works for cars finishing in the, best 
mechanical condition, while a fourth 
Chrysler, included in a team of six 
cars entered by the army of Poland, 
took a prize offered by the army to 
any car dpiven by an army officer 
and finishing without any bad points.

To Georgia D. A. R. Members)

the great dead, the living and the un- 
born.’—Edmund Burke. 


This month of September 
something more than the 
of glorious autumn, It's ealendar 
marks on’ the seventeenth day the one 
hundred and fortieth anniversary of 
the completion and signing of a great 
and notable document—the Constitu- 
tion of the United States of America. 

This country Is but a comparatively 
recent landmark along the broad high- 
way of history and yet we may well 
he proud of the fact that on some 
points of age we have a decided ad- 
vantage over many of the older na- 
tions. Our flag antedates the colors 
of several countries, and the consti- 
tution is said to be the oldest writ- 
ten document still functioning in the 
world today. 

It is a well-known fact that.a state 
of practical terrorism beset the young 
countsy for many months of strug- 
gling emergence preceding the signing 
of the constitution. Business was dis- 
rupted: money possessed about the 
same value as scrap paper and the 
eolonists had naturally grown restless 
and dissatisfied. Had it not been for 
the saving grace of this priceless docu- 
ment the country would undoubtedly 
have met with economic and social 
disaster from whieh it could hardly 
have righted itself. 

Of this particular period Mr. Harry 
Atwood, that competent authority on 
the subject, says: 

“Tt took slightly more than four 
months to write the constitution, al- 
most a year to have it ratified by the 
states, and another year to set up the 
government under it; and yet, with- 
in three years conditions had so 
changed and Washington had so re- 
covered from his depression because

of the beneficent effects of the con- 
stitution that he began writing let- 
ters of hope and cheer to his friends.” 
During that depressing period preced- 
ing the adoption of the constitution, 
Washington's letters had been pathetic 
expressions of. the apprehension he 
felt for the security and the future 
of the country he had fought so hard 
to save. Many patriotic organizations 


of men and women throughout’ the 
country observe what is known as 
“Constitution Week.” During that 
period there are presentations of his- 
toric pictures and pageants, and no- 
table lectures are given on the con- 
stitution and the great contemperane- 
ous events. 

While many of the chapters may 
not have resumed full activities by 
that time it is my earnest hope that 
September 17, the day of such vital 
importance to this nation, will be fit- 
tingly observed in some manner by 
every Daughter of the American Rev- 
olution.

“Since 1922 these summer training | 


schools have been held at the Uni- 
versity of the South, but, according to

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T IS fifteen months and more 
since young William H. Mc- 
Swiggin, brilliant ace of the 
state’s attorneys’ staff in 
Chicago, fell dead in a vol- 
ley of machine-gun bullets, a 

victim, probably just a chance victim, 
of the bloodthirsty warfare between 
contending criminal bands in the City 


of Murders. 

It is fifteen months and—some- 
thing has happened to justice. 

No one has been punished for the 
machine-gunning of McSwiggin. No 
one, from all appearances, ever will 
he punished. Justice apparently must 
be satisfied with that old excuse, in- 
sufficient evidence, in the McSwiggin 
case. If the murderer dies it will 
more likely be at the hands of one 
of his own kind than at the hands of 
a hangman. 

McSwiggin’s death drew the whole 
nation’s attention to what has been 
described as the most extraordinary 
crime situation that ever existed in an 
American city. . It forced the spot- 
light on a warfare that for years had 
made Cook county its battlefield and 
strewn. hundreds of bodies through 
the streets and alleys of. Chicago.

The McSwiggin killing grew out of 
the rivalry between Cook county beer 
barons and vice lords. It is believed 
that his death was not intentional. 
The young prosecutor merely hap- 
pened to get in the line of fire dur- 
ing an imvortant assassination. 

The important assassination in 
question was the extermination of 
Several members of the enterprising 
©’Donnell gang. ~ This gang had 
been invading Cicero, that exceeding- 
Iv tough suburb of Chicago, and as a 
result had been eating into. profits 
of Scarface Al Capone, over- 
lord of Cicero. 

Capone, bland, suave, fas- 
tidious in attire, had been 
brought to Chicago from New 
York bv John Torrio, hench- 
man of Big Jim Colosimo, 
cruel underworld leader. Ca- 
pone had distinguished him- 
self as a member of the no- 
torious Five Points gang in 
New York. Colosimo, who 
had made a fortune in white 
slavery, had been bothered by black- 
mailers and he wanted them silenced. 
They were silenced. 

But presently Big Jim, too, was 
silenced. He was found one day in 
the doorway of his restaurant per- 
forated by five bullets, with fifty 
thousand dollar bills in his pocket 
and a fortune in diamonds on his per- 
son. The underwonHd never told who 
killed him but there were 
plenty of theories, for 
Colosimo had a 
world of enemies. 

Scarface Al was 
grilled, among oth- 
ers, but the’ evi- 
dence was never 
strong enough to 
link Capone and 
Torrio to the mur- 
der. 

However, upon 
the death of Big 
Jim, his first lieu- 
tenant, Torrio be- 
came vice lord of 
the south side levee 
and Capone be- 
came _ his_ chief 
henchman. Then Torrio retired into 
the background and Capone became 
the active head of the combination. 
They made vice and liquor a profit- 
able business. 

«Brought Three Brothers. 

Capone, when he came to Chicago,

brought his three brothers, Ralph, 
Frank and Vincenzo. Frank was kill- 
ed in election riots in Cicero, which 
his brother was later to dominate, on 
April 1, 1924, and his funeral was 
the most lavish ever accorded a gun- 
man. He was buried in a $5,000 Cas- 
ket and $10,000 worth of flowers 
went with the body to the grave. 

That funeral illustrates how Scar- 
face Al did things. 

Capone practically took posses-

sion of Cicero by force when things 
tightened up on the south side. It is 
said that he and Torrio during some 
eighteen months of unmolested op- 
erations cleaned up $3,000,000 in 
liquor, gambling and prostitution. 

So rich a field was Cicero, indeed, 
that rival organizations before long 
sought to compete with Capone. 
Chief among these were the O’Don- 
nells and their associates 
—Klondike, Miles and Bar- 
ney O’Donnell, Jim Do- 

herty, Eddie -Tancl, 
Tom Duffy and others. 
The O’Donnells began 
a no-quarter war with 
Capone and Torrio in 

. 1924 and more than 
fifteen were killed be- 
fore Capone was forced 
to share part of the 
profits with the in- 
vaders. 

But he was by no 
means satisfied with 
this arrangement. He 
resolved to wipe out 
the entire O’Donnell 
band. 

And for his coup he 
chose that most effec- 

tive and up-to-date weapon of war- 
fare—the machine-gun. 

About 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
of April 27, 1926, four members of 
the O’Donnell gang—Jimmy Do- 
herty, Tom Duffy, Klondike and 
“Miles O’Donnell—set out for Cicero

in Klondike’s big sedan. They had 
worked strenuously in the April 13 
primary election in behalf of State’s 
Attorney Robert Crowe, and had beer 
busy downtown in the election com- 
missioner’s office. helping in the re- 
count of ballots demanded by U. S. 
Senator Charles S. Deneen. 
Some Excellent Beer. 

As they started out they informed 
friends that they were going to 
Cicero to drink some excellent beer 

they had themselves delivered 
the previous evening. 


The word was flashed to 

Cicero and there the O’Don- 

nell enemies went into ac- 

tion. Five automobiles 

were arranged in battle 

formation, with the mur- 

der car in the middle con- 

taining a Thompson ma- 

chine-gun, a weapon cap- 

able of discharging 100 

bullets in four seconds. 

The cars were so placed 

that traffic might be 

blocked in any direction. 

The O’Donnells and 

their two associates went 

west from the center of 

the city and stopped at 

4944 West Washington 

boulevard, the home of As- 

sistant State’s Attorney Wil- 

liam H. McSwiggin. 

From all accounts the 

conspirators never 

knew that McSwiggin 

was in the car when it 

reached Cicero. 

Now a word 
McSwiggin: 

He was a product of 

the west side and the son of a 

policeman, as were his friends 

Doherty and Duffy. He had 

been a lifelong friend, too, of 

the O’Donnells, though instead 

of turning to banditry and beer- 

running he had studied law and 

distinguished himself in the state’s 


attorney’s office. 


Though but 26, 
McSwiggin had gone 
far. When he began 
his career under 
Crowe, the beer 
murders had just got 
under way. Rival 
had been 
exterminating one 
another at such a 
wholesale rate that 
the state’s attorney’s 
staff had to be aug- 
mented to keep up 
with the rush of busi-~ 
ness. 


And McSwiggin 
had shone brilliantly 
in prosecuting the 
numerous murder 
cases. In his brief 
career he had obtain- 
ed more _ hanging 
verdicts than any 
other assistant in the

_ Exactly why McSwiggin joined the 
partv in the big sedan, bound for 
Cicero, has never been altogether 
settled. One theory is that he want- 
ed to study conditions in Cicero and 
chose -as his companions those who 
knew conditions inside out. Another 
theory is that he merely went along 
to drink some of that excellent beer.’ 
His sister later stated that Duffy 
came into the house and invited Bill 
to come along. 

Shortly after leaving the McSwig- 
gin house the car developed engine 
trouble and Klondike O’Donnell 
stopped at a garage he patronized. 
He left his car there and borrowed 
another. 

Here was something else the Ca- 
pone scouts had not foreseen and as 
a result the party cruised about 
Cicero for several hours without be- 
ing molested. 

But the assassins picked up the 
trail at last and at 7 o’clock deploy- 
ed into battle array in front of Har- 
ry Madigan’s saloon on West Roose- 
velt road. They waited, eyes riveted 
on the door of the saloon. 

Fifteen minutes passed—half an 
hour. 

And then the front door opened 
and five young men came out, laugh- 
ing and talking as they started to- 
ward their machine at the curb. 

The Cars Move. 

Suddenly the five cars half a block 
away moved forward, one in front, 
two on the left and right, one in the 
rear, and the fifth in the center. They 
gathered momentum swiftly. The 
first car, four lengths ahead, swept 
by, then two others. and then— 

As the single car in.the center pass- 
ed, a curtain lifted and the black 
muzzle of a weapon appeared. Im- 
mediately the thing roared, spitting.a 
hundred bullets at the group by the 
curb. The O’Donnells dropped to 
the pavement an. instant before the 
Stream of lead reached them.

But McSwiggin and the other two 
could not escape.

Klondike and his brother bundled 
the bodies of Mc- 
Swiggin and Doherty 
into the car and sped 
away before onlook- 
ers realized what it 
was all about. When 
the brothers saw 
that the two were

and Old About The Bible

Jesus the Way, the Truth, and the 
Life. . 
HERE needs to be set forth a few 
introductory considera- 
tions. Jesus in this three-fold de- 
scription as_ the 
Way, the Truth, 
and the Life is .a 
perfect expression 
of the thought and 
will of God _ the 
Father. 

The contribution 
which Jesus Christ 
presents to human 
thought is the most 
profound, the most 
interesting and the 
most far-reaching 
that has appealed 
to the human mind. 
“He is the mighti- 

ést among the mighty, the holiest 


among the holy, and with His pierc- 


ed hand, He has lifted empires off 
their hinges and turned the stream of 


centuries from its channel.” 


Men are led to faith in Christ 
along different paths. He is not only 
a revelation of Divinity but a perfect 
embodiment of humanity so that He 
makes His appeal to every variety of 
human temperament. 

There are some who are led to loy- 
alty to Jesus, through consideration 
of His character. There is the per- 
fect combination of contrasted qual- 
ities. He is strong and gentle, holy 
and compassionate. He is meek and 
lowly in spirit, and yet with a high 


self-estimate which says, ‘I am the 


Way, the Truth and the Life.” “I 
am the Resurrection and the Life.” 
He possesses more than a prophet’s 
indignation against sin and yet He 
was the companion and friend of sin- 
ners. He is the Supreme Head of hu- 
manity and is also accessible to the 
lowliest among men. 

Among the greatest of the Old 
Testament characters, there are none 


who can compare with His moral and 
Spiritual grandeur. 

In the New Testament, there is no 
apostle nor Saint that can lay claim 
to His perfect sinlessness. 

Dr. George A. Gordon writes: 
“The Gospels bear witness to one 
without predecessor and without suc- 
cessor, whose originality of character 
is declared in the paradoxical but 
luminous words of one of the greatest 
New Testament writers as ‘without 
father, without mother, without gen- 
eology, having neither beginning of 
days nor end of life—a new type of 
human being, to which the coming 
world is to be conformed.”’ 

There are those who are led to 
Jesus by the unique grandeur and 
originality of His teaching. 

First. His message is marked by a 
new fresh insight. The Kingdom of 
God is spiritual in its nature. The 
fatherhood of God is made the cen- 
tral doctrine. Jesus shows the dark 
hideousness of sin, the freedom of 


forgiveness and the supreme value of: 


man. 

Second. There is the range and 
universality of the teaching of Jesus. 
He was an Oriental but appeals to the 
western mind. His words find re- 
sponse among savage tribes and the 
most highly civilized nations. The 
simplest minds and most cultured in- 
tellects are alike comforted and 
strengthened by His words. 

Third. There is the finality of His 
teachings. ‘‘Heaven and earth shall 
pass away, but My word shall not pass 
away.” 

Fourth. There is the vitality of 
His message. His words are spirit 
and life, and pour iron into the blood. 
St. Paul testifies, “‘I can do all things 
through Him that strengtheneth me.” 

Fifth. Jesus exemplified His own 
teaching. There was no disharmony 
between His life and His doctrine. 

Sixth. The teachings of. Jesus 
meet the progmatic test. He submits 


His teachings to the practical test, 
“By their fruits, ye shall know them.” 
Every other system of thought has 
been shaken. It has been said that 
His name alone came out of the 
World war untarnished. Agnosti- 
cism, atheism, materialism, militar- 
ism, positivism and rationalism have 
all been weighed in the balance and 
found wanting. In Him is the only 
hope of a new social order. In Him 
is the only hope of saving and stabil- 
izing the world. 

Some find their way to spiritual 
salvation through the cross of Christ. 


‘When I survey the wondrous Cross 
On which the Prince of Glory died, 
My richest gain, I count but loss, 

And pour contempt on all my pride.”’ 


The impression is not to be receiv- 


‘ed that the Cross does not enter into 


the faith of all Christians, but that 
some are first attracted to Christ by 
the Cross. 

The convincing evidence of the 
most potent influence in attracting 
other types of mind to Christ is the 
realization of His power in the world 
and_in the lives of men today. The 
fact is that no events of the past in 
connection with Jesus, whatever the 
weight of the historical evidence, 
would very long hold any sway over 
the minds of men, if He were doing 
nothing in the world today. 

We are not to infer, however, from 
the different approach to Christ of 
different temperaments, that the 
Christian life is not to appropriate a 
measure of all the wealth of the 
Christian faith. 

“I am the way the truth and the 
life.’”’” We must beware of lopsided- 
ness. To merely stress religion as a 
way as conduct, as morality, and to 
omit the element of truth and life is 
to reduce religion to the coldness of 
an iceberg. William Watson de- 
scribes this type in a picture of the

There are others who emphasize 
the truth. With these Christianity is 
merely a doctrine, while conduct and 
experience are largely overshadowed. 
A rigid dogmatism has very little at- 
traction. 

There is yet a third class who make 
of religion a spiritual experience, an 
emotional glow, a. religious fervor, 
while the truth is a vague shadow and 
conduct and morality are shifting andes 
hazily defined. 

A mystical type of piety without 
definite doctrine and without an 
authoritative code of morality falls 
easily into antinomianism, and a sud- 
den descent is frequently made from 
the thrill of an unguided religious fer- 
vor to the thrill of an unrestrained 
sensuality. 

Dr. William Pierson Merrill makes 
a discriminating and comprehensive 
statement. ‘No, religion must be all 
three—a Way, a Truth, a Life. A 
Christianity which is only the way be- 
comes ethical culture; a Christianity 
which is only the truth becomes dog- 
matism; a Christianity which is only 
the life becomes mysticism. Each is 
imperfect. Just as water must have 
its two atoms of hydrogen and one 
atom of oxygen, and they must 
blend, or there is no water; so way, 
and truth, and life, conduct belief, 
and spiritual experience, must blend, 
or there is no Christianity, no true 
religion. We need and must have, 
way, and truth and life. The way 
lighted by the truth, and traveled by 
the life; the truth set aglow by the 
life, and opening into the way; the 
life, informed by the truth, and guid-. | 
ed the way—that is religion, and 
nothing less can be.”

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Swiggin had been marked for death. 

The police naturally sought to 
guestion Capone about this matter. 
But Scarface was nowhere to be 
found. 

In the meanwhile prominent. busi- 
ness men prepared to investigate the 
murder. Harry E. Kelly, president 
of the Union League club, urged a 
special grand jury with a special 
State’s attorney to clean up the city, 
arguing ‘that State’s Attorney Crowe 
could not do the job as his hands were 
“politically tied.” 

“What I would like to see,” said 
Kelly, “‘is a real investigation into the 
whole crime situation, with particu- 
lar emphasis on the immunity gun- 
men seem to enjoy, and also into the 
ballot frauds. 

“Banditry, with its accompanying 
murders almost daily in the streets of 
Chicago, can be stopped at once if 
we can have a thorough investigation 
that will tear away the protection the 
criminal element now enjoys and lay 
bare the machinery of politics and 
crime that dovetail into each other.” 

The seller of the Thompson ma- 
chine gun was seized on April 30, but 
he refused to talk. This man, Alex 
V. Koreck, a hardware dedler, told 
the police that if he told them any- 
thing he would die. ;

€5.000 bail. Then Chief of Detec- 
tives William Schonemaker arrested 
him for the murder of McSwiggin. 
Capone. it was said. had been so0- 
iourning at Garv. Ind., and had sur- 
rendered at the Indiana-Illinois state 
line. He denied that he had any- 
thine to do with machine-gunning. 

On Julv 29 the day after his sur- 
render, the accused man was brought 
before Chief Justice Lynch, who dis- 
missed the murder warrant when the 
state’s attornev’s office reported that 
it did not have evidence to support 
the charge. Capone was released, and 
again he disappeared, the general 
theory being that he feared assas- 
sination. 

“It is only a question of ‘fone until 
some shotgun slugs are thrown in his 
direction,”’ his attorney remarked. “‘ 
wouldn’t ride in the same automobile 
with him.”

And yet, if you color this story careful- 
ly, you will rather like the result. 


The fence should be brown, as. 


fences usually are, and the stone should 
be a light gray, as stones usually are, 
but if you are very ambitious you can 
color the coat-of-arms, only you must 
make it look as if it had been painted a 
hundred years ago and had weathered 
a great many storms. 


Then a bit of grass and a few flow- 
ers at the base of the stone. And the 
same at the base of each of the fence 
posts. And a delicate line of blue fol- 
lowing the mountain ridge. 


Try that and you will have a picture 
that will remind you of the engravings 
of the middle of the eighteenth century 
and that is exactly the effect you should 
strive after.

As I said, poor Mason and Dixon, who 
did an honest piece of work and thought no 
more about it. They hardly knew what im- 
mortal fame would be in store for their 
humble and commonplace selves. 


Nowadays when we hear the expres- 
sion ‘‘Mason and Dixon Line” we think of 
the long preliminaries to the Civil War and 
of darkeys singing along the levee and of 
chivalrous Virginia. colonels patting the 
curly heads of happy little pickaninnies and 
a sort of terrestrial paradise “south of Ma- 
son and Dixon” and rudely destroyed by 
the tramping feet of General Sherman’s 
myriad soldiers. 


But a hundred -years ago the Mason 
and Dixon line was nothing more or less 
than a practical boundary line which showed 
once and for all where Maryland began and 
Pennsylvania ended and vice versa. 


But it was more than a line on a Sur- 
veyor’s map. It was a succession of stone 
boundary marks which carried the arms of 
the two rival landholders on their two sides 
and. which told the revenue officers of a 
Catholic and a Quaker community what was 
their legitimate field of activity. and what 
was not. 

These boundary marks by the way are 


among the oldest and the most interesting 
of human monuments. We have found 


‘ them in spots where every other vestige of 


a bygone civilization has completely disap- 
peared. They were. in common usé in 
Egypt and in the valley of the Euphrates. 
They are frequently mentioned by the his- 
torians of the wandering Jewish tribes who 
finally settled down in Palestine, and they 
tell us more of the old scripts used by the 
ancestors of the Norsemen than any other 
relics that have come down to us from the 
dawn of history. 


And no- wonder! In the first place, 
they had to be of respectable dimensions 
‘so that it would be impossible to remove 
them without a great ado of derricks and 
working men and attracting the attention of 
the neighbors. And in the second place as 
they played a very vital part in the com- 
munity and were almost as important as an 
oath, they were played under the protec- 
tion of the tribal gods and were an object 
that enjoyed almost divine respect and that 
must be treated with due regard and rev- 
erence. 


And so they survived where much 
more elaborate and beautiful pieces of an- 
cient stone carving have long since disap- 
peared. 


. And even then, when their home has be- 
come a sacred myth (as in the case of Ma- 
son and Dixon line) they still patiently 
stand and perform a duty that has long since 
ceased to have any actual value.
